Yells, Curses Arise in Fist Fights

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—Ten years ago Germany declared war 
on England and France; no official cognizance ever has been 
given the anniversary since the armistice until today, when on 
Germanys first national Memorial Day people stood bare- 
headed and silent in memory of the 1,000,000 men who gave 
their lives for their country and whose blood and bones are 
mingled with dust and waters of many nations, from the North 
Sea to the Holy Land and to Africa.

All morning 100,000 men and 
women, many cled in mourning. 
stood outside the Reichstag steps 
listening to prayers for the dead 
and an address by President Ebert. 


bowed their heads in silent prayer.

AuTHoR OF SEA 
‘ STORIES PASSES 


Joseph Conrad 
[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
BISHOP’S BOURNE (Ens) 


Aug. 3.—Joseph Conrad, author of 
sea tales, died at his home here to- 
day. He was 67 years of age. 


Joseph Conrad, one of the fore- 

most English novelists and espe- 
clally noted for his sea tales, was 
born December 6, 1857, of Polish 
parentage. His early life as «a 
sailor and as a sea captain formed 
the background for his enthralling 
stories of the South Seas. 
Conrad visited America last year 
in response to repeated invitations 
of his publishers. He was not well 
at the time and was compelled 
by his illness to curtail] his stay to 
about one month. 

He often said there had been 
three periods in his life. The first 
was when a boy of 17 he left 
Poland, his native land, ahd went 
to sea. His second was his return 
to shore after twenty years of life 
at sea. The third hé described as 
his marriage and his plan to re- 
turn to the sea, which was aban- 
doned use numerous “little 
schemes” made it necessary for 
him to keep on writing. 

Among Conrad's best-known 
books were “The Nigger of the 
Narcissus,” “Lord Jim,” “Victory,” 
“The Mirror * the een". and “The 
Rover.”

families they believed they could 
commit a murder and get away 
with it; that even if they were 
caught, which eventuality they 
would not admit, they believed 
they easily could obtain brilliant 
lawyers, a corruptible jury and a 
friendly judge, and obtain life im- 
prisonment at most. 

It was believed that both Leo- 
pold and Loeb would take the 
stand in their own defense, but 
Attorney Clarence Darrow says 
they will not. It is possible Judge 
Caverly will want to question 
them. He has the right to do so 
if he chooses to exercise it: 
Darrow probably will end his de- 
fense by next Saturday and then 
State’s Attorney Robert E. Crowe 
will put on alieniste in rebuttal. 
The arguments to the judge will 
follow, and the judge probably 
will sentence the pair toward the 
end of next week.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Playing 
his murderous game while scores 
ot detectives hunted for him, a 
fire maniac started five blazes in 
apartment-houses between West 
One Hundred and Third street and 
Columbus Circle early today, burn- 
ing to death an aged woman and 
a young man and injuring others. 
Many families were rendered 


left their apartments before 

aybreak. By the time the third 
— fre had been discovered 
hundreds of policemen and volan- 
teers were searching for the man 
who takes a mad delight in the 


tenements. Apparently delighting 
in added excitement of matching 
his wits againet the police, the 
lunatic set at least two more fires. 
He. started four of them in cellars 
and one in the hallway of a top 


floor. 
PANIO CREATED | 


The news that the killer was 
abroad was carried in the early 
morning. hours along Columbus 
avenue, in or near which most of 
the fires have occurred. nts 
dressed their children and took 
them out into the streets for safe- 
ty. Others dressed and went back 
to sleep with their clothes on, 
leaving “ene member of the family 
posted as a sentinel. Hundreds 
of tenants and janitors hid in 
haliways in the hope of capturing 
the firebug in the act. 

Before dawn Fire Marshal Bro- 
phy furnished the police with the 
names and addresses of all per- 
sons who have fallen under sus- 
picion in connection with incen- 
diary fires, and dozens of detec- 
tives were sent out to search for 
them and make them account for 
themselves. 

The woman and boy were 
burned to death at 105 West One 
Hundred and Third street. Mrs. 
Margaret Watson, 72 years of age, 
who lived on the top floor, was 
pouring up 
from the stairway after the man- 
jac had started a fire in the cel- 
lar. Frederick Stillman, 15, who 
lived on the top floor, was so bad- 
ly burned that he died later. 


WOODEN STAIRS 


The niac had been inac- 
tive for one night since he started 
the blaze in West Ninety-third 
street, in which the Rev. Dr \ 
D. Waugh of Watertown was near- 
ly burned to death and his wife 
killed by a fall. He resumed his 
terrible amusement early this 
morning. He had set three fires 
without causing deaths before he 
started the blaze at 105 West One 
Hundred and Third street. On

The “Perdicaris alive 
or Raisuli dead” incident with 
which the Colonel stirred the Re- 
publican convention of 1904 has 
always been taken rather lightly as 
a political trick.

Later, in the Algeciras confer- 
ence, which dealt with Kaiser 
William's effort to get into Mo-

country. 
We have now rejectea the new 


treaty because it does not 
guarantee to Americans equal 
rights in trade and before the law 
courts. We have served notice 
that we reserve all our rights and 
expect those guarantees to be fur- 
nished. Thus we safeguarded wy 
strategic position which is bound 
to become more and more impor- 
tant as our activities in the Medi- 
terranean increase. We will want 
the facilities of a port of call at 
Tangiers and we will have the right 
to speak up in case Britain, France 
or anyone else tries to block the 
Strait of Gibraltar. 

Tangiers is a way station on the 
very important trade and diplo- 
matic lines we are laying into the 
whole Mediterranean area and the 
Near East. 


MANCHURIA IS BEY 
We are also defending a strategic 
key position in our objection to 
the arrangement between China 
and Russia for joint and exclu- 
sive control of upper Manchuria. 
The recent treaty signed by these 
powers hands over to Russia the 
Pastern Rallway. which 
runs through Manchuria from the 
region of Chita on to Viadivostok 
And has a branch line running 
from Harbin to connect 
with the Japanese lines in South- 
ern Manchuria. 
This ratlway was taken over by 
an international board during the 
4 revolution.

MacDONALD REJECTS 

The pact was a bundle of arti- 
ficialities, contradictions and hy- 
pocracies, and now it is discarded 
by Premier MacDonald because: It 
would be impossible for the League 
Council to determine in four days 
who was an aggressor; the League 
forces could not be mobilized in 
time to take effective action; the 
nature of the obligations would 
force nations to increase rather 
than decrease their armaments; 
and the permission for alliances 
would bring counter-alliances and 
a return to the fatal system of the 
“balance of power.“ 

I wrote in August, 1923: “Europe 
may be making progress toward 
disarmament but there is little in 
this plan to give hope.” 

The importance to America of 
the defeat of this scheme hes in 
the fact that it removes an ob- 
stacle to any movement for real

French militarists or any other 
militarists could blandly say, The 
League of Nations has already 
adopted a plan of disarmament;

(Continued from First Page) 
the price that actually hte, 
or approximately $11.53 instead of 
$7.77. In march, 1924, the average 
price was only $7.86 and the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill seemed to of- 
fer a price that could not be at- 
tained otherwise. However, sincé 
that time the price has soared to 
a point in excess of $11.15 with 
every prospect of reaching the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen ratio price. 

The farmers never have forgiven 
the government for arbitrarily x- 
ing the price of wheat at $2.20 per 
bushel during the war, They 
know that but for this price fixing 
they would have realized much 
greater profits in wartime. With 
this situation in mind, there is a 
feeling on the part of a good many 
students of farm psychology that 
sentiment for any kind of govern- 
mental price-control will dwindle 
rapidly while high prices prevail. 

Another important factor which 
may tend to sidetrack the Mo- 
Nary-Haugen bill is the promi- 
nence which will be given during 
the campaign to a La Follette 
progressives. La Follette 
members of Gennes were not en- 
thusiastic about the McNary- 
Haugen bill and ‘Representative

‘CUBS ARE 


BY CAPT. EDWARD d. CROSGSMAN 


Once more the deer-hunter army 
takes the field. Possibly their 
march will not be quite so impres- 
sive as the march of the Germans 
through Brussels, but there are al- 
most as Many of them. 8 

Probably 50 per cent of them 
will be experienced and safe hunt- 


ers. Twenty-five per cent more of 
them will be men possessed of 
some glimmering of human intel- 
ligence in spite of the novelty of 
hunting game in the solitude of 
the hills. The others will be the 
type of bird who runs across @& 
crowded traffic artery at twenty-five 
miles an hour. 

Pretty soon the columns of blue 
smoke will mark the hang-out of 
this last class. The papers will print 
the details of the usual “accidents” 
in which some hysterical yap 
shoots a fellow-hunter by mistake 
for a deer. | 


ALWAYS WITH US ad 

Like traffic accidents, the fires in 
the hills and the accidental shoot- 
ings are the work of a very small 
minority, but they are always with 
us. If they were the fellows who 
get shot by mistake, all would be 
lovely, but unfortunately it never 
works out this way. 

I don't know which ts the worse 
of the two, letting fire get away 
into the brush or timber, or shoot- 
ing another man by Mistake for 
a deer. There is so little excuse 
for elther that any alibi arouses 
only a feeling of great weariness 
in those who have to listen to the 
yarn. 

The California game laws pro- 
vide that only deer of the male 
jersuasion, a prong-horn or larger. 
may be shot. Does, fawns 
spike-bucks are protected. Where- 
fore, on seeing a deer, regardless 
of how much of a hurry said deer 
may be in, or how urgent the ne- 
cessity to shoot then or not at all, 
the law says sternly that the hunt- 
er shall make sure the deer has 
horns, and more horn than the 
spike marking the buck born last 
year. 

This being the case, then by what 
possible resemblance could a hunt- 
er mistake a deer for a man, or & 
man for a deer when he has to 
stop and ingpect the animal close- 
ly enough to make sure of the sort 
of horns he wears—if any. As the 
hunting license saye—if he hasn't 
— she’s a doe, or words to that 
effect. 


LAWS BOGGLED UP 
Our California game laws are 


‘in some ways the worst bogsgled- 
up set of rules far game protec- 


tion of any State in the Union, 
among them being the aassinine 
regulation against bringing home 
your legally-killed deer if he was 
shot in an open district and you 
happen to live in a closed one. 

Another fault, this time a sin 
of omission, is requritng the hunt- 
er to shoot only buck deer older 
than the spike stage, but not 
sternly forbidding the hunter to 
o into the field without a pair of 
glasses powerful enough to deter- 
mine such facts. 

At 100 yards ft ts often nearly 
impossible to tell whether a- deer 
has spikes or prongs or no horns 
at all, without the aid of glasses. 
The answer is that the-tyro or the 
bird who cares for the law only 
when, a representative is pretty 
handy takes a chance and shoots 
anyhow. 

The same bird shoots at moving 
objects in the — — 
being sometimes another hunter or 
Aa range cow, a doe or one of the 
pack animals staked out near 
camp. A moving object in the 
brush in any California district is, 
four times out of five, not legal 
game — the proportion of spikes, 
does and fawns alone making this 
proportion a safe one. About one 
time out of ten is the moving ob- 
ject a shootable buck in Southern 
California.

a pair of binoculars, or a monocu- 
lar, not less than four-power. Then 
the custmary alibi would be shot 
between wind and water because 
the hunter has with him vision 
enough to make sure as to the 
little matter ‘of horns, The ex- 
perienced hunter usually goes 
afield with such equipment, the 
inexperienced hunter, who needs 
i worse, should be made to carry 
t. 
No man who ever stops to put 
a glass on the thing inviting his 
fire, is going to shoot a man by 


mistake because no pair of glasses 


ever showed the faintest resem- 
blance between the two. If a 
bootlegged or hysterical vision be- 
hind so translates it then the own- 


er needs a year in the penitentiary: G 


to help his eye troubles. 


WITHIN LIMITS 

The State has such pover— to 
require the carrying of field glass- 
es. Some Northwest States will 
not even let a nonresident hunt 
without taking along a guide, so 
the small matter of requiring a 
pair of glasses that may be pur- 
chased from $10 up, is within the 
limits of reason of State regula- 
tion.

Shooting of men by mistake for 
deer, or of range cattle, horses 
and other animals looking entirely 
unlike deer, is due either to the 
type of reckleas fool seen so copi- 
ously at the wheel of an automobile 


or to a real case of hysterla, in- 
| duced by the loneliness of the 


hunter's position, and a case of 
nerves and jumpiness which mas- 
nifies the slightest noise or move- 
ment in the intense stillness. 

This is more often the case than 
pure recklessness. 

Most hunters, even the most ex- 
perienced, will remember their 


early experiences in the hills or 


woods, alone, the awful stiliness, 


the enormous lot of very empty 
country around oné, the lack of 


movement of anything in sight, and 
the growing desire to see somebody 
or to sort o' work back toward 
camp. 


Then, the sudden rustle or 


movement in the brush is much 


like a sudden yell in one's ear 
when passing a churchyard at a 


ghostly hour of the night. 

The only cure for the inevitable 
reaction to pitch up the rifle and 
shoot is experience—-or the firm re- 


solve to use the glasses continually 


so they become a habit, and the 
habit persists when the unknown 


object suddenly moves in the 
brush or starts to run. The most

For every case 
where a man is wounded or killed, 
there are a dozen never reported, 
where some hunter is shot at and 
not hit.

Exchange at Huntington Park 
Completed 


Will Care for Thousands of 
Subscribers 
Plant Equipped With Au 


‘Conveniences 


By the first of September there 
will be more than 4000 tele- 
subscribers served by 

„ new exchange of the South- 
ern California Telephone Com- 
peny, which has just been com- 
pleted in this city, according 


to W. M. Maxey, wire chief at the 


new office, «66 telephones having 
already been switched, these tele- 
phones being in the Watts dis- 
trict, which will be served from 
the local exchange. The present 
plant is equipped to serve €200 
subecribers, but Siiditions are in 

gress to raise the capacity to 
0,000. 


The new office is known as the 


DElaware and is taking the sub- 
wcribers from the AXridge and the 
HUmbolt offices. The territory 
eomprised in this district lies south 
of Slauson avenue, east of the 
Goodyear plant, north of Lanwood, 
and extends far enoukh east to in- 


clude Bell and Maywood. Under 


itis new system it is announced 
that all telephones will be of the 
automatic type. Each subecriber 
‘will be notified before his tele- 
Phone is shifted over. 

The new building is quite a com- 

plicated structure. There is a large 
ment and two floors. Oa the 
south side of the basement there is 
room about ten feet wide and 
150 feet in length, where the ca- 
Dies enter from underground and 
are distributed into the main frame 
on the floor above. Cables enter 
from both ends. This is known as 
tite cable pit. In another room 
the basement the batteries are 
kept. There are two banks of large 
batteries with twenty-four in each 
mk and three extras for an 
emergency. In the central room in 
this underground floor there is a 
lace for a gas engine, which will 
ter be installed. This will pro- 
vide for an emergency power 
shortage. A steam-heating plant 
for the building completes the 
equipment of the basement. 

The main frame occupies the 
larger portion of the first floor. 
Here each line is separated from 
the others and protected from 
lightning or any such rgency. 
Stationed at the main me a 
trouble operator is on duty to 
watch for any such mishaps. Trunk 
lines also go from here to the 
twenty-eight other offices of the 
company. There is also a gener- 
ator on this floor which reduces 
the current from the 200 volts as it 
comes from the Southern Califor- 
nia /Edison Company’s lines to the 
forty-eight volts which the tele- 
phone service requires. This ma- 
Shine is equipped to take 400 am- 
peres. Near by is the machine 
which handles the work for party 
lines. Lines are either onepparty, 
two-party or four-party. Thé work 
this machine is to make the

The deadly poison was placed in 
the store Saturday about 11 p.m., 
just before closing time, Arch, 
the proprietor said.

Hardware Association 
Other organizations are reported to 
have signified their intention of in- 
dorsing the plan.

Don’t do it, mothers, for chil- 
dren learn to talk by imitation; 
and if they learn “baby talk,“ they 
have to unlearn it and sometimes 
it is difficult and 4 ‘speech defect 
may result. 

Are you careful to guard your 
children against sudden shocks or 
continued emotional disturbances? 
These psychic injuries are the main 
causes of certain speech defects. 
Do vou. father and mother, have 
perpetual ““mads” on, so that you 
rarely speak to each other? These 
unnaturally silent home conditions 
have been found to be the cause 
of retarded speech in children. 

In a most comprehensive arti- 
cle in the May 24 issue of the 
American Medical Journal, Mabel 
Farrington Gifford, B. S., director 
of the speech clinic of the Uni-} 
versity of California hospital, 
goes into the cause and treatments 
for speech defects Miss Gifford 
had eight years of experience in 
the speech clinic of the Univer- 
sity of California medica] depart- 
Here are the classifications 
which she gives in her article: 

“(1.) The nervous speech dis- 
orders, under which come stam- 
mering, stuttering, cluttering and 
nervous hesitation. 

“(2.) Retarded speech in both 

normal and subnormal children. 

“(3.) Infantile substitutions not 
mouth malformations. , 
bstitution of sounds of 
imperfect speech caused by mal- 
‘formation of the speech organs. 

“(5.) Voice defects, not organic; 
that is, not due to malformations. 

“(6.) Voice defects after certain

Retarded speech in both normal 
and subnormal children. Miss Gif- 
ford's records show normal speech 
development as early as two and 
as late as 9 years of age.

through imitation, but the 
child's accuracy depends on. its 
—— of perception and its ear 
for delicate shades of sound. Oc- 
casionally imitation, which is a 
primal instinct, is lacking, and 
there may exist a type of 
speech from this. 

In the child who is dumb with- 
out being deaf, if this imitative 
power is lacking, it is only through 
patient, indirect teaching, use of 
pictures and so forth, that results 
are obtained. Inattention may 
cause a retardation in speech de- 
velopment. The treatment for this 
is to secure the attention of the 
child by stimulating its interest. 

Nervous speech disorders. Stam- 
mering is a nervous speech dis- 
order. It consists of a spasmodic 
action of the speech muscles. This 
may be manifested in degrees 
ranging from the slightest to the 
most violent contortions, both vis- 
ible and audible. Stuttering. an- 
other speech disorder, is a rapid 
repetition of the initial sound of 
words. Cluttering is «a 
choppy utterance in which certain 
parte of the words are slurred 
over or lost. (Most of us clutter 
a little, don't we?) Nervous hesi- 
tation is defined by its title.

The islands of the seas are the 
outposts of American weather. At 
the recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Meteorological Society in 
Washington, H. W. Clough told of 
the relations which have been ob- 
served between the weather of 
such distant points as Midway Is- 
land in the Pacific, Bermuda, the 
Azores, Alaska and the Mississippi

It the barometer te high at Mid- 
way Island, nearly 3000 miles 
west-southwest of San Francisco, 
the temperature is usually above 
normal in St. Louis and neighbor- 
tng parts of the Mississippi Valley.

TROPICAL TREES THAT 
BEAR VALUABLE FRUIT 


The shea, or butter tree, is found 
in Africa, and is similar in appear- 
ance to the American oak. The 
fruit is somewhat like an olive in 
form, and the kernel, from which 
the butter is extracted, is Inclosed 
in a sweet pulp under a thin green 
rind. The kernel is dried in the 
sun and then botled in water, the 
process producing a white, firm, 
rich-fiavored butter that will last

e bread-fruit tree is a native 
of Southeastern Asia and certain 
islands of the Pacific, but it has. 
been imported to the tropical parts 
of America and flourishes there as 
well as in ite original place, says 
the Detroit News. It furnishes 
zood shade as well as producing 
ite singular fruit, which ia oval, 
from six inches to nine inches 
around and when ripe is of a rich 
yellow hue. It hangs tn clusters of 
two or three on a small thick stalk. 
The fruit is roasted until the out- 
side is brown and crisp; the pulp 
is then of the consistency of bread, 


and is a most nutritious food. 
The cow tree grows in South 
America and has broad ‘leaves ten 


nourishing milk, tolerably thick, 
of glutinous quality, pleasant taste 
and agreeable odor. The milk is 
obtained by making incisions in 
the trunk of the tree and is 3 
by farm laborers, who drin 
it and dip it in their bread made 
of maize. —
